The smiling young sportswom- 
an, the former Margaret Read, was 
started on her skeet-shooting career 
by her husband, John A. Lafore, 
Jr., who entered her in her first 
tournament — at Sea Island, Ga. — in 
1939, when she had been shooting 
only a week. 

Despite her nervousness, Mrs. 
Lafore won second place in Class 
B. That started her on the road to 
winning all the titles possible in 
women's skeet-shooting competi- 
tion. Before winning the national 
championship last year, she had 
been four times a Pennsylvania 
State Champion. 

Jack and Peggy Lafore live in a 
gracious home on Rose Lane, Hav- 
erford. Not all the trophies — silver 
bowls, plates and colorful brass- 
ards — which line their library wells 
were won by Mrs. Lafore. 

Trap and skeet shooting have 
been her husband's favorite hob- 
bies for years. He has won first in 
the Pennsylvania State Champion-

Watching Was Too Tame 

It was her husband's interest in 
the sport that first attracted Mrs. 
Lafore to shooting. She found that 
sitting on the sidelines and watch- 
ing him shoot 100 straight with his 
Winchester repeater was much too 
tame. So she decided to try her 
luck — never expecting that she 
would become a national cham- 
pion. For a year she shot trap and 
then took up skeet shooting — a 
newer game that both Lafores pre- 
fer. 

Constant practice on clay targets 
keeps Mr. and Mrs. Lafore busy the 
year around, for skeet shooting is 
a full-time hobby. In the Summer, 
Mrs. Lafore shoots anywhere from 
300 to 500 birds a week to keep in

Council Facilitates 
Flow of Traffic 
Trough Town 

Parking space in Narberth will 
soon be at a premium in spite of a • 
new parking lot on Haverford Ave. 

Erection oU "no-parking" signs 
along the west side of Narberth 
Ave., was completed this week, al- 
most three months after authori- 
zation by the Borough Council. 

Despite repeated appeals by Nar- 
berth merchants, members of the 
Council authorized the signs as "a 
means of facilitating the flow of 
traffic through the town." 

The appeals made to Council by 
members of the Narberth Business 
Council were based on the fact that 
there were not enough off-street 
parking lots in the Borough to 
handle the additional cars which 
would be forced on* the streets. 

The merchants also made several 
attempts to draw up petitions in an 
effort to block further action by 
Council in erecting such signs in 
the business section. 

In reply to the appeals, officials 
of Council pointed out that a new- 
parking lot had been opened on 
Haverford Ave., almost two blocks 
from the center of town, and stated 
that funds were not available for 
any additional lots. 
' The signs were erected on Nar- 
berth Ave., in the block bounded by 
Haverford and Windsor Aves. Erec- 
tion of the signs marks the second 
street in Narberth, within a year, 
to be so restricted. Council author- 
ized the erection of no-parking 
signs on the east side of Essex 
Ave., almost one year ago. 

Borough police were busy all day 
Monday and Tuesday putting warn- 
ing tickets on cars parked on the 
west side of Narberth Ave. Warn- 
ing tags will be given for the next 
10 days, Borough officials stated, 
to cars parked illegally between 
the hours of 7 A.M. and 6 P. M.

Narberth Library Circulation Reaches 26,000 
Resident Contributed $ 1 050 to Upkeep This Year

Narberth " residents want their 
library to continue to be the finest 
they can make it. They have con- 
tributed $1050 toward its support in 
response to a plea Issued by officials 
of the Library Board. 

Contributions have been coming 
into the library since the latter part 
of May, some of them from resi- 
dents who have never used the li- 
brary. 

Officials of the library sent out 
almost 2000 letters asking for ad- 
ditional funds when the higher cost 
of book maintenance coupled with 
salary raises exceeded appropria- 
tions from the Narberth Borough 
Council and School Board. One 
hundred and seventy-five envelopes 
were-retumed, most of them con- 



taining one, two or five-dollar dona- 
tions. 

Appropriations from the two 
official governing boards of the 
Borough amount to $2800 per year, 
$2506 from Council and $300 from 
the School Board. The amount was 
not sufficient' to meet a 30 percent 
increase in the cost of keeping 
books'* In condition, meeting a high- 
er payroll and purchasing new 
books. 

The lack of funds forced the cur- 
tailment of all purchasing of new 
children's books for the time being. 
New adult .books are put on the 
shelves for a small rental fee for a 
short length of time and so pay for 
themselves. There is no charge for 
any child's book. 

The only source of outside funds 



that the library has access to is the 
yearly charge of $2 for any adult 
living outside the Borough, and $1 
for any student over 14 years of 
age. Any resident of Narberth au- 
tomatically becomes a member of 
the Library without charge. 

With a total circulation of 26,000 
last year, the Narberth Library 
boasts a monthly circulation of be- 
tween 2000 and 2500 so far this 
year. There are 2000 registered bor- 
rowers listed on the Library flies. , 

Three librarians, Miss A. Eliza- 
beth Tatman, Mrs. C. G. Schwartz, 
and Miss Isabell O'Sulllvan, are 
custodians of the estimated 13,500 
books housed In the library. 

These three librarians also act as 
directors of the "Travel Club," or-

Ave., is the year's first victim -of 
infantile paralysis in Narberth Bor- 
ough. * 

Yborra was stricken July 27 on 
the • eve of the announcement of 
his engagement to Miss Margaret 
Cantwell, of Bryn Mawr. His ill- 
ness was diagnosed as polio last 
Friday. 

The onset of Yborra's disease 
came with a slight fever and head- 
ache the day after he had caddied 
36 holes of golf on a Main* Line 
course. At first It was believed to 
be a Summer cold, but when it did 
not improve he was removed to 
the Fitzgerald-Mercy Hospital, Del- 
aware County, late Friday after- 
noon. 

Yborra is suffering from a par- 
alysis of the right arm and leg and 
his physician stated yesterday he 
would need a six months' period for 
convalescence. His condition is re- 
ported as serious. 

Yborra graduated in 1941 from 
the Lower Merion Senior High 
School and entered the University 
of Pennsylvania for a chemical en- 
gineering course with a four-year 
scholarship. 

In 1943 he entered the service 
and for 27 months was an aviation 
radar technician.

On Atlantic City Pier 
Must Pay Back Taxes 
By December 3 1 

Mrs. Miriam Richman Levin, of 
Bala, won the right to redeem her 
holdings in the Garden Pier, Atlan- 
tic City, by a court order last week. 

Signed by Vice Chancellor Vin- 
cent S. Haneman in New Jersey 
Chancery • Court, the order gives 
Mrs. Levin until December 31 to 
pay tax delinquencies, interests, 
costs and other expenses due the 
city. 

Mrs. Levin, who lives at 179 
Stoneway Lane, Bala, was a mem- 
ber of the WAC in 1943, when the 
city brought proceedings against 
the property, as holder of approxi- 
mately $150,000 in taxes. Though 
part owner, the Bala woman con- 
tended, she was not notified of the 
proceedings, and did not have an 
opportunity to protect her interests. 

The pier is 700 feet long, with a 
frontage of 175 feet on the board- 
walk, and is valued at $1,500,000. 
It contains a large theatre, a dance 
hall, stores and a fishing deck at 
the ocean end. 

Following issuance of the court 
order, it was disclosed that the city 
retains riparian rights, which give 
it ownership of the fishing deck and 
the waters thereabouts. The pier 
owners, it was pointed out, must 
provide access from the shore to 
the fishing deck.

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Ban on School Garage Lilted 
Zoning Board Grants 6 Appeals 



The Lower Merlon School Dis- 
trict learned last week that it can 
go ahead with plans to erect a 
garage on the high school grounds. 

The School District appealed to 
the Eoard of Adjustment in June, 
after being refused a prmite by the 
Lower Merion Township building 
superintendent. The appeal was 
held under advisement until last 
■week's meeting, when the School 
District was told it comes under 
the jurisdiction of the Common- 
wealth, according to Pennsylvania 
law. Therefore, township zoning 
ordinances do not apply, Evan 
James, township secretary, explain- 
ed. 

Permission was granted by the 
Board to Sidney Swartz, under a 
special exception to Section 502 of 
the Zoning Ordinance, to construct 
• a single family dwelling at 146 
Union Ave., Bala. Because the prop- 
erty is located in an H-3 residence 
district, the ordinance requires that 
the lot contain 6000 square feet. 
Swartz was permitted to begin con- 
struction on a dwelling, although 
his lot measures only approximate- 
ly 5350 square feet. 

An appeal by Nicholas T. Gor- 
don, from a ruling by the Superin- 



tendent of Building Inspections, 
was granted. Gordon will alter the 
lawn on the premises at 465 Merlon 
Rd. to a depth of ten feet, instead 
of the /orty required by section 404 
of the Zoning Ordinance. 

Charles H. Williams, 145 Old 
Gulph Rd., was granted permission 
to change the depth of his front 
yard from the 50 feet required by 
section 304 of the Zoning Ordinance 
to 35 feet as shown on his plans. 

Charles A. Bianchi and Joseph 
W. Mulholland were granted spe- 
cial exceptions, to erect two single 
family dwellings at 131 and 133 
Crosshill Rd., Ardmore, on lota ap- 
proximately 4550 square feet each, 
instead of the 5000 feet required by 
the zoning ordinance.

This decision was made by Jesse 
L. Stetler, superintendent of the 
Building Regulations Department 
Said Statler, 'Radio antenna can be 
erected without a building permit, 
because we let this slip by, in the 
days when it was just beginning. 
But we're going to keep a check 
on television, and see what kind 
of contraptions are raised on "the 
buildings, for the protection of the 
homes and the communities.

If it does, we're going to -be in a 
position ^o keep track of the types 
and the extent of the antennae. 

Th antennae cost about $50 to 
erect, Statler added. Thirteen per-

USE BLACKBERRIES FOR 
VARIETY IN DESSERTS 

Fresh ripe blackberries have a 
delicious flavor all their own that 
may be captured in an interesting 
variety of summer desserts, re- 
minds Miss Mayme Lovelace, home 
economics extension representative 
of Chester County. 

Chilled, sugared blackberries 
combine well with sliced fresh 
peaches in a fruit cup. Blackberry 
cobbler, served with cream, is an 
old favorite, and a steamed black- 
berry pudding makes a simple meal 
into a party. 

Blackberries contain enough pec- 
tin to make perfect jelly if part of 
the berries used are underripe. Use 
two-thirds as much sugar as ex- 
tracted blackberry cake. Here's the 
recipe: _j 

V4 cur butter ■ A 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs 

% cup sour cream 
1% cups sifted all-purpose flour 
1 tsp. baking powder 
% tsp. soda 
% tsp. each of nutmeg, cinnamon 

and allspice 
1 tablespoon cocoa 
% cup fresh or canned (drained) 

blackberries 
Cream butter and sugar, add 
whole* tfggs, and beat well. Add 
sifted *ry ingredients alternately 
with saur cream. Stir well and fold 
in whole berries. Bake in a moder- 
ate oven (350 F.) about 40 minutes. 
This cake may be baked in layers, 
a square pan, or as cup cakes.
